Will cricket ever really 

popular with the Canadian people? 
This is a question not infrequently 
asked by those interested in the game

and generally replied to in the nega- 
tive. Every one who understands the 
rules of England’s national game will 
admit that from a scientific stand- 
point there is no summer field sport 
to equal it, and in which a greater 
degree of genuine sportsmanship is 
displayed alike by players and spec- 
tators. 


But the Canadian public generally | 


regard the game as too slow. They 
are accustomed to sport of a more 
snzppy nature, and even thousand of 
Old Country men, although to the 
manner born, prefer to “Do as Rome 
does,” now that they are residents of 
the Dominion, They compare the time 
taken to complete a cricket game with 
that of other sports, and it is safe to 
say that in all parts of Canada men 
who formerly played cricket before 
they crossed the Atlantic now prefer 
to read the doings of the cricketers 
in the public press and patronize the 
baseball diamond or the lacrosse field 
rather than spend so much time on a 
cricket ground, 

The suggestion has frequently been 
made that, in the interest of specta- 
tors, cricket should be brightened up 
and less time consumed in playing a 
game, and with this object in view 
Mr, Edmund LE, Jones, police magis- 
trate of Toronto, has introduced a 
series of rules under which members 
of the Toronto Aura Lee Club prac- 
tice. 

But the cricketers as a body object 
to any alterations in the rules govern- 
They play the game 
under M.C,C, laws for the love of it; 
they never quarrel on the field; the 
umpire need not “put on” more life 
insurance before going on the ground 
for the simple reason that no matter 
how badly mistaken he may be in ren- 
dering a decision, that decision is 
never disputed, and there is an abso- 
lute absence of rowdyism of any kind 
at a cricket match, 

But though the game may never 
become as popular as baseball and 
soft ball, that it is increasing in pop- 
ularity is beyond all question, 

Those who “play the game” are
